Fremont, Ohio, April 21.—A cyclone 
which proved fatal to two persons and 
which did damage amounting to many 
thousands of dollars passed across San­ 
dusky county Monday afternoon.

was just 3 o’clock when a big, black 
whirling cloud was seen in the south­ 
west approaching at a fearful speed and 
apparently headed for the heart of the 
city. 
People on the s, reets cried out to 
each other in fear and ran in search of 
a place of refuge. In five minutes the 
cloud had gone on its way, passing close 
to the city’s western outskirts and dis­ 
appearing in the distance. 
In its wake 
was a path of desolation, ruin and 
death. 
William L. Green©, together with his 
son, James, and the latter’s family, oc­ 
cupied a large frame residence on a 
farm directly in the path of the storm. 
The house was crushed, W. L. Greene 
was killed outright and his mangled 
remains carried some distance from the 
site of the building. 
Mrs. James Greene was badly in­ 
jured and will probably not recover. 
Her infant child was peacefully sleep­ 
ing in a cradle when the house was 
struck. 
The cradle and its occupant 
were picked up like a feather and car­ 
ried quite a distance in an adjoining 
field. 
When discovered the cradle was 
smashed, but the babe was unharmed. 
At the farm of Amos Hetrick John 
Low and Hetrick were shearing sheep 
in a barn. 
The barn was leveled to the 
ground. 
Low was blown out of the 
barn across a forty-acre field against a 
tree and was instantly killed.

Monday Mr. Willis (rep., Del.) offered 
an amendment authorizing and direct­ 
ing the president to invite the commer­ 
cial nations of the world to meet in 
international conference for the pur­ 
pose of fixing an international ratio 
for the coinage of gold and silver.

HARRISON A DARK HORSE. 


Many More May be in The Ruins of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany’s 
Wrecked 
Warehouse— 
Search For the Bodies Now Being 
Made. 
Duluth, Minn., April 21.—Thousands 
of people watched the nearly completed 
warehouse of the Northern 
Pacific 
Railroad Company burn Monday after 
noon, and many of the number declare 
that they saw six men, names unknown, 
go down to death with the falling walls 
of the structure. 
Up to a late hour in the evening no 
men have been reported missing, but 
nothing can be proved by this, as most 
of the men employed around the ware­ 
house and on the docks, where the .fire 
took place, are men who live in the 
hotels scattered about the city and who 
have no families to report their ab­ 
sence. ' 
Today the roll of all the men em­ 
ployed about the building 
will 
be 
called, and a search will be made in the 
ruins for bodies. 
This search would 
have been made 
yesterday but 
the 
timbers were still burning, and the only 
streams that could be thrown on them 
were from the fire tug on a trestle, 
where the fire engines could net go. 
The fire started in the tarhouse on 
the roof of the warehouse, and was 
driven by the strong wind with light­ 
ning-like rapidity the full length of the 
building, 600 feet. Dozens of men were 
at work and dozens more were watch­ 
ing the workmen, and it is feared that 
some of these men are supposed to 
be under the ruins.

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“ KAFFIR CORN” NOT 
A DESIRABLE CROP 


DEAN HENRY ISSUES AGRICUL­ 
TURAL NOTES. 


Says the Much 
Advertised Novelty 
Does Not Pay as Well as the Com­ 
mon Variety—Red Clover is a Good 
Crop—Advises Farmers to Raise 
Good Colts 


In his '’Notes from the Agricultural 
College,” Dean W. A. Henry sends out 
the information that "Kaffir corn” is 
not, in his estimation, a profitable 
crop, and be advises farmers in this 
state to pay no attention to this nov 
city which is so much advertised this 
season, as the same amount of energy 
spent on Indian corn will give better 
returns. 
"Probably twenty letters have come 
to the station this spring inquiring 
about crimson clover,” he says. 
"This 
plant is an annual. 
If sown in the 
spring it will mature its seed and die, 
yielding one or two tons of hay per 
acre. 
If sown in the fall in localities 
where the winters are m id, as In Del­ 
aware and North Carolina, it lives 
over winter just as winter wheat does 
with us and runs to seed the f allowing 
summer in May. 
Crimson clover is 
highly appreciated by orchardists and 
gardeners for enriching the land. 
"We have tried crimson clover sev­ 
eral times at this Station with results 
always in favor of medium red clover. 
If farmers will sow red clover seed by 
itself, as they must do with crimson 
clover, they will get in all ordinary 
years a very fair crop of hay the first 
season—fully as much as from crimson 
clover, and the plants will live over 
the writer to make a full crop of hay 
the second summer, while the crimson 
clover under the same conditions will 
be dead. 
"Only yesterday I walked over our 
patch of crimson clover sown last fall, 
and could not find a single plant liv­ 
ing—all were dead. 
We will experi­ 
ment further, and if any good results 
can be obtained they will ba reported 
to our Wi cousin readers. 
"If writing for Delaware or North 
Carolina farmers, I should talk differ 
ently about crimsom clover. 
R aise Som e Good Colts This Year. 
" la farming operations we are apt 
to run to extremes. 
A few years age 
every mare that could raise a colt was 
bred and the business of horse raising 
enlarged as possible, both on farms in 
the east and especially on the great 
plains of the west. 
As a result of this 
expansion, and because of the great 
changes in transportation due to the 
electricity and the bicycle, the horse 
market has been seriously depressed 
and horsemen much discouraged for 
the last few years. 
With the depre - 
sic n has come the destruction of im­ 
mense numbers of horses, which were 
ordinarily saved for work or breeding 
Added to this is the other fact, a 
most important one, but there has not 
been over one coit in the last two 
years where there were three a 
few 
years ago. 
*• While I concede that no one has 
the abiHty to accurately forecast the 
future, I ask is it not reasonable that 
good horses will bring good prices at 
no distant day. 
Conceding all the 
claims for electricity and the bicycle, 
there is still a vast field whioh must 
and can by occupied only 
by the 
horse. 
Experience on the western 
plains shows that good heavy drift 
horses and carriage horses 
of 
flue 
quality can not be bred with any sat­ 
isfaction there and 
v e 
are 
more 
sure than 
ever that horses of this 


class must hereafter come from the 
farms of the Mississippi valley and 
eastward. 
"Do our farmers realize that if they 
breed their mares this season it will 
still be six years hence, or 1902, be­ 
fore they will have horses of suitable 
age to place on the market. 
I be­ 
lieve that time will show the wisdom 
of breediug every good mare owned 
in Wisconsin this season 
for some 
specific purpose, either the production 
of a good d* aft colt, or one of the car­ 
riage horse type. 
Will notour Wis­ 
consin farmers think seriously on this 
matter before the breeding season is 
past?

keean. 
Be says in regard to the ac­ 
tion of the legislature in the treasury 
oases: 
“ Even admitting it to be wrong, I 
don’t see how the governor can be 
held responsible for it. 
If the legis­ 
lature, representing the entire party 
sees fit to say that the treasurers shall 
have the judgments against them re­ 
leased, I can’t understand what right 
the governor has to step in and say: 
“ You must not pass that bill because 
I don’t think it is right and shall veto 
it if you do pass it.” 
He would be 
placing himself in the position of 
dictator, and would be much more 
likely to receive a pounding from his 
party than he would if he simply 
signed the bill, aB he did. 
“ I, for one, however, have never 
been able to see, where either the 
party or the governor did wrong in 
that matter. 
Party pledges, yes; but 
are we as men to go on doing what we 
know to be an injustice because the 
party saw fit, for political purpose, to 
pledge itself not to right a wrong ? 
Personally I am in favor of taking the 
bull by the horns and c jming out openly 
in defense of the action of the legisla­ 
ture on the ground that the members 
recognized that a wrong had been 
done and did their best to right it. 
Such a position is more honest, while, 
certainly, from my point of view, 
there cjuld be no question as to its 
justice. 
“ If you talk with any of those who 
are ‘kicking’ at the action of the legis­ 
lature in the treasury cases there is 
not one who does not admit that from 
a moral point of view the legislature 
did right. 
They, every one. admit 
that Messrs. Euehn and Baetz should 
have been let off. and they also admit 
that the state treasurers never ought 
to have been made to pay more than 
3 per cent, interest. Because the party 
saw fit to pledge itself not to drop the 
fight they are pounding the governor 
and kicking over the (races. 
Now it 
does not strike me that such a position 
is consistent. 
“ Supposing they did release Mr. 
MoFetridge and thereby make it possi­ 
ble, if the party is to be consistent* 
that similar reduction must be made 
in the amounts recovered from Mess9s, 
Harshaw and Guenther, no such at­ 
tempt will ever be made. 
Ex-Senator 
Sawyer, in talking with me on the 
subject some time ago, said that he 
should never ask for any such return, 
and he was the one who paid the judg­ 
ments in the two cases Mr. Sawyer said 
that even in case it was insisted that 
any of the judgments should be return­ 
ed he would not receive the money,but 
would turn it over to the state or the 
university; therefore there is no dan­ 
ger that the people of the state will 
ever suffer any loss. 
“ Under these circumstances, I don’t 
see why there is any reason to pound 
the governor for what he has done, 
and I believe the party will see this 
and his re-nomination will follow.”

Second Lieutenant Kerry Will Succeed 
First Lieutenant Rooney, But Who 
Will 
Succeed Him?—Five Ser­ 
geants are Candidates and All Have 
Strong Backing. 
There is quite a strong rivalry be­ 
tween various members of the Janes­ 
ville Light Infantry, for the right to 
wear shoulder straps and a sword. 
The resignation of First Lieutenant 
Leo Rooney makes a vacancy which 
the company must fill. 
Second Lieu­ 
tenant Walter S. Kerry will undoubt­ 
edly be advanced to the rank of first 
lieutenant, but who will succeed him 
as second lieutenant has not as yet been 
decided. 
There are five sergeants in 
the company, all of whom are candi­ 
dates for the place. 
They are: 
Sergeant Henry Baldwin. 
Sergeant Herman Zander. 
Sergeant Frank Bloedel. 
Sergeant Edward Bauman. 
Sergeant Dell Cannon. 
That any one of these men would 
make a capable and efficient officer, 
the members of the company are satis­ 
fied, but eaeh has his friends and the 
campaign is being carried on vigor­ 
ously. 
Lieutenant Rooney’s resignation has 
not yet been passed upon, as it has to 
go through a good many hands before 
it can be finally accepted or rejected. 
First it was given to Captain Hanson, 
who sent it to Colouei Schadel at Mon­ 
roe. 
From the colonel it goes to Ad­ 
jutant General King and from his 
offioe to'Governor Upham, so that it 
may be some days yet before official 
action is taken. 
When They Go To 
Camp. 
Janesville militia men are much in­ 
terested in the discussion as to when 
the company will go into camp. 
The 
local company has always gone to 
Camp Douglas on Sunday, but this 
year they probably go on Saturday. 
The idea however does not meet 
with general approval and Genera 
King has written a letter addressed to 
Rev. A. V. C. Schenck, as the rep­ 
resentative of the Presbyterian Syhod 
which is a reply to the ^criticisms and 
petitions of a large number of church 
people of Wisconsin against sending 
companies to camp on ,the Sabbath 
day. 
In taking 
issue 
with the 
ecclesiastical bodies as to the good 
which will result, he says: 
“ The state of Wisconsin limits the 
cumber of days to seven in which the 
national guard can be ordered into 
camp of instruction, and these seven 
days include the time spent in trans 
porting the troops to and from camp, 
It has been found, therefore, that only 
five working days cab be had at camp 
where so short is the time, so broad is 
the scope of instruction and so impor­ 
tan t each and every one of the drills, 
maneuvers and exercises, that every 
moment is precious. 
Chaplains Back Ulm Up 
“ Even now it is remarked on all 
hands by experienced soldiers that our 
men have only just begun to get set­ 
tled down to their work when it is 
time to quit camp and go home. 
If 
the troops were sent to camp in mid­ 
week and Sunday allowed to inter­ 
vene as one of these five precious days, 
it would mean exactly twenty-four 
hours taken out of the 124 to be de­ 
voted to instructions. One-fifth of the 
year’s progress in drills, discipline and 
rifle practice in the open field would 
have to be sacrificed and from a mili­ 
tary, an economic and a business point 
of view would prove a total loss.” 
He therefore calla attention to the 
fact that whexeas the troops have 
heretofore gone to camp in disciplined 
silence, they would on Saturday be 
outside of military discipline; that it 
would also entail the loss of a day’s 
salary to the men, and require them 
to pay their bands, cooks and camp 
servants for an extra day’s service. He 
also cites letters from four chaplains 
of the regiments approving his views.

THE 


arisian Studios Have Given the Note 
For 
All Europe—Some 
of the 
Leaders Who Are Represented in 
the 
Famous 
Gallery 
of 
the 
Luxembourg. 
Lorado Taft, the eminent Chicago 
sculptor, lectured in the Congrega­ 
tional church under the auspices of 
the Janesville Art League last even­ 
ing. 
His audience was of very fair 
proportions considering the weather, 
and there are hopes that Mr. Taft 
may be induced to visit the city again 
when the Art League’s next exhibit is 
held. He was introduced last evening 
by John M. Whitehead. 
Much broader than the title indi­ 
cated, was his lecture. 
“ The Luxembourg” was his theme 
but he dealt with the art of all Europe 
to prove that the painters of Russia, 
Norway, Sweden, Germany and even 
England learn the “grammar” of theii 
art today from the French. 
Men of 
small individuality come from their 
Parisian apprenticeship veritable “ lit­ 
tle Frenchmen,” but men of strength 
are made stronger and take home the 
ability to interpret more faithfully 
the beauty of their o * n land. 
Not Men of Frivolous Bent. 
“ They speak of the new French 
school of artists as mannerists, as men 
more concerned in superficialities than 
is substance,” said Mr. Taft. 
“ One 
has but to see the men to realize how 
untrue is the idea. 
They are serious 
men, working patiently, earnestly for 
the solution of important problems. 
Bere and there, to be sure, we find a 
little man who imitates a big man’s 
method without comprehending his 
thought We get a lot of blue shad­ 
ows—all in 
the wrong place—or 
a tumult of red and yellow dots, and 
we say the man is trying simply to 
make a sensation.” 
This thought was elaborated in Mr. 
Taft’s introduction. 
He then brought 
bafore his audience a series of twenty 
foot stereopticon views of the treas­ 
ures of the famous French gallery. lo 
the gallery of sculpture he lingered 
with especial fondness aud dwelt with 
an artist’s enthusiasm on the grace of 
Paul Dubois, “ Florentine Singer,” the 
humor of Fremiet’e “ Bear and Satyr” 
and the rugged majesty of Rodin’s 
“ John the Baptist.” 
Among the 
Paintings. 
Many other masterpieces in the hall 
of sculptures were pointed out before 
the scene changed, and a glimpse at 
the paintings of Gerome, 
Bemoat, 
Henner, 
Moro!, 
Deville, De Neu­ 
ville, Bouguereau, Laurens, Fleury, 
Dupre, Breton, Harpignies, Duran, 
Le Febvre, Benjamin-Constant, Zorn, 
Sdelfeldfc, Alexander 
Harrison and 
other men of world-wide fame, was af­ 
forded. 
Inadequate as any lantern reproduc­ 
tion must be, these seemed less futile 
because of the vivid running descrip­ 
tion by which Mr. Taft accompanied 
them. He was most successful in help- 
ng his hearers obey the art students’ 
rule: 
“ Put yourself in the piinter’s 
place and see what he was trying to 
do. 
Then decide how well he suc­ 
ceeded.” 
At the close of the lecture the la­ 
dies of the league gave a reception in 
honor of Mr. Taft in the church par­ 
lors.
